We  were  very  agreeably  surprised  by  our 
quarters.  We  live  six  to  a tent  way  -up 
In  the  clouds  - the  nights  are  cool 


enough  for  a blanket  and  the  days  are 
nice  for  acquiring  a beautiful  suntan. 
...Our  area  looks  out  over  a lovely., 
lake  which  has  little  Islands  In  the' 
middle  of  It.  Quite  often  we  will  see 
clouds'  floating  along  on  the  lake  below 
us.  Once  in  a while's  cloud  will  float 
right  through  the  office.  The  greatest 
drawback  to  this  place  is  the  red  clay. 
It  rains  quite  often  and  It  gets  pretty 
messy  on  occasion. 

We  lay  our  clothes  out  on  a tin  plate 
and  wash  them  with  scrub  brushes.  Oh, 
yes,,  no  skirts  are  . allowed  In  Guinea, 

We  wear  men's  shirts,  either  men’s 
trousers  or  nurses'  slacks,  and  high 
topped  shoes.  The  CO  tried  very  hard 
to  get  permission  for  us  to  put  on 
skirts  for  Christmas,  but  . I guess  It 
was  no  go.  It  didn't  matter  a great 
deal  for  v/e  worked  just  as  we  would  on 
any  ordinary  day. 

Say  hello  to  everyone  for  me  and  I do 
really  appreciate  hearing  from  anyone 
who  has  a little  extra  time.
